United States Troops 


| Ordered Out of Mexico" 


President Wilson and Cabi- 
net Decides Armed Force 
Is No Longer Needed at 
Vera Cruz. 


FAVORABLE ADVICES 
RECEIVED FROM MEXICO 


President Wilson Believes 
That Stable Government 
Will Soon Be Restored in 
Mexico—Some Cabinet 
Members Opposed Order. 


— 


Washington, September 15.—The 
evacuation of Vera Cruz was ordered 
today by President Wilson. 

American soldiers and miatines un- 
der General Funston, who have held 
Mexico’s principal seaport since it was 
seized by the fleet, April 21 last, will 
embark for home as soon as trans- 
ports can go after them, and shortly 
afterward all of the war fleet except 
a few light draft vessels will be 
withdrawn. 

The evacuation order was an- 
nounced at the white house today 
after a long cabinet meeting. It is 
the concluding chapter of the second 
armed conflict between the United 
States and Mexico, in which a score 
of Americans lost their lves, nearly 
a hundred were wounded and upwards 

Mexicans were killed or 


Reasons for the Step. 

The reasons for the step were set 
forth in the following statement from 
the white house: 

“The troops have been ordered with- 
drawn from Vera Cruz. This action its 

in view of the entire removal 
of circumstances which were 
thought te justify the occupation, The 
further presence of the troops is deem- 
ed unnecessary.” 

Specifically, the American forces 
were withdrawn at the urgent appeal 
of General Carranza, first chief of the 
constitutionalist army. Through Paul 
Fuller, personal representative of 
President Wilson in Mexico, General 
Carranza set forth that the presence 
of American troops, instead of being 
a safeguard against further revolution 
and peace with the United States, 
constituted a constant menace to 
friendly relations. The Mexican chief 
contended—and he was supported by 
Generals Villa and Obregon—that the 
Mexican people would not understand 
the continued presence of American 
troops on Mexican soil and would 
cherish resentment no matter how well 
intentioned the American government 
was. 
Until today the Washington govern- 


ment had net decided.on,afy fixed 


time for. the withdrawal and awatted 
negotiation with the new government. 
At first the president believed it de-« 
sirable to keep American forces at 
Vera Cruz for salutary effect, hop- 
ing a constitutional election would be 
conducted fairly and the troops 
brought back after a constitutionally 
elected executive was in power. The 
constitutionalist chief argued, how- 
ever, that no election could be free 
with a part of Mexican territory con- 
troHed .by American forces. 


Some Cabinet Members Opposed. 


The president discussed the subject 
with his cabinet, some of whom, it is 
understood, did not favor the move. It 
finally was the consensus opinion 
that the main purpose of the? 
expedition to Vera Cruz— 
the affront to the flag at 
had been achieved. Anothe 
stance which influenced t 
dent’s judgment was the a 
general convention of milita 
October 1, when a provision 
dent will be designated.

On the question of recognition it is 
known the president and his advVisers 
have reached no decision. The con- 
ference on October 1 will designate a 
provisional president, who will tun- 
doubtedly be recognized if all factions 
accept him. The United States, as well 
as Argentina, Brazil and Chile, will 
consider the popular acceptance of the 
provisional president chosen at that 
conference as the fulfillment of thé 
protocols signed at the Niagara Falis 
mediation conference. 

President Wilson is confident a sta- 
ble government soon will restore Mex- 
ico to its normal condition. 

Secretary Garrison today asked Sec- 
retary Bryan to designate competent 
Mexicans to take over the Vera Cruz 
custom house and the city government. 
An inquiry on this subject was sent to 
the Carranza government by Secretary 
Bryan, but no answer has been re- 
ceived. 

Troops Seon to Depart. 


The troops at Vera Cruz, including 
7,200 soldiers and marines, are  ex- 
pected to begin their departure in 
about two weeks. Orders were sent 
today to transports at Newport News 
and Galveston to proceed to Vera Cruz. 
The transports include the Sumner and 
Kilpatrick and the chartered boats 
City of Denver and Christobal. Boats 
for carrying horses and freight are at 
Galveston. 

Marines on duty at Vera Cruz will 
be sent back to warships and stationa 
from which they were taken, and

SPECIAL TAXES 
OF SPANISH WAR 
WILL BE LEVIED 


House Democrats Meet in 
Caucus and Agree to Aban- 
don Proposed Impost on 
Freight Transportation. 


TAX ON COMMERCIAL 


Theaters to Be Taxed and 
Also Gasoline—A Special 
Tax on Bankers, Brokers 


and Tobacco Dealers. 


Washington, September 15.—Aban- 
doning the proposed tax on freight 
transportation, democrats of the housé 
caucus tonight agreed to a war reveé- 
nue measure to include the Spanish 
war stamp tax on commercial and legal 
papers, the Spanish war tax on bank- 
ers and brokers, a tax on theaters and 
other amusement places, a tax of 2 
cents a gallon on gasoline, a special 
tax on tobacco manufacturers and 
dealers and a tax on domestic wines 


and beer. 

The caucus adopted a resolution di- 
recting the ways and means committee 
to draft a bill along these lines, Presi- 
dent Wilson having approved the plan 
at a conference with Majority Leader 
Underwood and Senator Simmons late 
today. The committee also was given 
atithority to revise details of the Span- 
ish war tax in its discretion. 

Expected wide disagreements which 
threatened to embarrass the adminis- 
tration did not develop in the caucus. 

To Vield Revenue ef $105,000,000. 

Representative Underwood announced 
that the proposed bill* would. yield an 
estimated revenue of $105,000,000; the 
stamp tax to yield $35,000,000; .sjecial 
taxes on bankers and brokers, $5,800,- 
000; special tax on tobacco dealers, 
$4,000,000; an increased tax on beer of 
50. cents a barrel, $32,500,000; gasoline, 
$20,000,000; dry wines at 12 cents a 
gallon and sweet wines at 20 cents a 
gallon, $8,000,000. 

Representative Page, of North Caro- 
lina, opened the. attack on the pro- 
posed freight tax and submitted a res- 
olution designed to prevent its ‘being 
included in any war revenue bill. 

Debate on the resolution was ex- 
tended. Representative Underwood re- 
lated the substance of a conference 
held a few hours before with Presi- 
dent Wilson and Senator Simmons in 
which the president had expressed the 
opinion that action in the war reve- 
nue should be quick and @ecisive. Mr. 
Underwood told his colleagues that a 
break with the president over the 
pending issue would not be well for 
the democratic party nor the country. 

The leader’s speech brought the dem- 
ocrats into an amicable frame of mind, 
although the spirit of antagonism to 
any war tax had been uppermost be- 
fore the caucus met. Representative 
Page withdrew his resolution of _in- 
structions to the ways and means com- 
mittee, and Mr. Underwood outlined 
to the caucus the alternative plan, 
which was promptly. approved. 

Spanish War Special Taxes. 

The Spanish war special taxes were 
as follows: 

Banks with capital and surplus not 
ex¢eeding $25,000 to pay a tax of $50 
and $2 additional for each additional 
$1,000 of capital; stock and bond 
brokers, $50; pawnbrokers, $20; com- 
mercial brokers, $20; custom house 
brokers, $10; proprietors of theaters, 
museums and concert halls in cities of 
more than 25,000 population, $100; cir- 
cuses, $100 in each state where per- 
formances are given; all other public 
amusement places, $10; bowling alleys 
and billiard halls, $5 a table or alley. 
The tax on tobacco dealers and manu- 
facturers ranges from $6 to dealers in 
leaf tobaeco doing an annual business 
not exceeding $50,000, to $24 on cigar 
dealers doing a business in excess of 
$200,000 a year. 

The proposed stamp tax will include 
bills of lading, telegraph and long dis- 
tance telephone messages. 

A resolution introduced by Repre- 
sentative Hobson to postpone consider- 
ation of a war tax until the December 
session was voted down.

GOING FULL BLAST 


Dixie Manufacturers to 
Take Advantage of Oppor- 
‘tunity and Make Large 
Purchases of Cotton. 


Cotton mills of Georgia are working 
full “blast, according to reports re- 
ceived by The Constitution, and are 
only waiting for a favorable oppor- 
tunity to further extend the scope of 
their work and thus aid in taking 
some of the distress cotton off the 
market. 
| in this connection . The -Constitu- 
tion’s editorial,“ “s 
Millis,” in- which the: } 
tunity presented to American sottéh 
manufacturers was pointed out, was 
discussed by prominent. cotton mill 
men. 

In promising that the Albany mills 
would be ‘large purchasers of cotton, 
Judge F. F. Putney stated: 

‘It is not only an opportunity which 
the mills should embrace, but also an 
opportunity to improve the market. It 
is our purpose to be liberal /pur- 
chasers.” 

Clyde King, of Griffin, president of 
a system of Georgia cotton mills, in- 
dorsed the editorial in strong terms, 


mendable one. 

From Columbus comes the report 
that practically all the mills in that 
city are running full time and full 
force. Owing to the general holding 
movement the manufacturers are ex- 
periencing some little difficulty in 
purchasing cotton, but are taking up 
promptly all that is offered: 

The situation in Columbus is being 
duplicated in practically every other 
mill section in the state. The wheels 
are flying and the mill men, if they 
have not a full supply of old cotton 
on hand, are eager purchasers of what 
cotton the farmers will let them have. 


MILLS OF COLUMBUS 
WORKING FULL TIME. 

Columbus, Ga., September 15.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Columbus cotton mills are 
doing their part toward the solution of 
the cotton question by operating on 
full time. Every plant in the city is 
running on full time with the excep- 
tion of one mill of medium capacity, 
which is making a limited eurtailment 
of its output. Local mills are buying 
cotton in much the usual way and their 
policy in this respect is determined 
by their individual situation as to the 
amount of manufactured goods on hand 
and the demand for the particular lines 
they manufacture. Their purchases of 
raw cotton are made as a matter of 
business, not as a matter of sentiment, 
but the same beneficial effect is had. 
The Columbus mills are not making 
any heavy purchases of cotton and 
could not buy locally in unusual quan- 
tities for the reason that only a limit- 
ed amount of cotton is being offered 
for sale here at the prevailing quota- 
tions. All that is offered for sale is 
being promptly bought by the mills. 
As illustrating the general holding at- 
titude, one local warehouse yesterday 
received 150 bales of which only two 
bales were offered for sale. Both 
planters and tenants in this section 
seem thoroughly determined to hold 
cotton. 

Tenants are paying théir rent in cot- 
ton, but say they will hold their own 
part of the crop as tong as possible. 
One cotton mill official stated tuday 
that while their purchases’ of cotton 
were only moderate they were about 
in proportion to their sa es, which are 
only for that the same general causes 
which have lowered the Price of cot- 
ton have affected dry goods markets 
adversely. While, in other words, the 
Columbus cotton mill men are char- 
acteristically conservative in action, 
they are splendid optimists. 

Two plants here have made substan- 
tial enlargements during the year. The 
Meritas mills have just let the con- 
tract for the construction of a great 
six-story warehouse, 100 by 150 feet. 
Local manufacturers of cclored 
while still in a state of uncertainty as 
to where their dye stuffs will come 
from, are encouraged by the news that 
Germany is still s one dye stuffs to 
this country by way o Holland. and 
it seems reasonably certain that the 
colored goods mills will remain run- 
ning as long as Holland is neutral.

present a solid front when the time 
comes for another clash, which will be 
fully as important as the recent battle. 

If the Germans can gain the new po- 
sition, it offers better opportunities for 
defense than the ground they have 
passed over the last ten days. Their 
right apparently extends as far west 
as St. Quentin, through a country in- 
tersected by rivers and streams that 
will embarrass the attacking forces. 

The main German forces under Gen- 
eral.von Buelow and General von Hau- 
sen, the Duke of Wurttemburge and 
the crown prince stretch along the 
River Aisne to the hills behind Rheims 
and then north to Verdun, thus secur- 
ing the roads and railways running 
north from Rethel to the Belgian fron- 
tier and eastward to Luxemburg and 
Metz in Lorraine. 

Thus by bringing the army of the 
crown prince of Bavaria more into line 


they will be covered on one wing by 
their own fortress of Metz. 


NEXT BIG BATTLE 
ON THE MEUSE. 


Some military experts believe the 
Germans will offer their next big re- 
sistance on the Meuse and that an- 
other battle of Sedan will be fought 
before many days.

RUSSIAN FORCES 
STILL WINNING. 


The Russians are said to be continu- 
ing their successes in Galicia and Po- 
land. The armies of General Dankl, 
which had the support of some Ger- 
man divisions, have been driven back 
across the frontier, which they cross- 
ed while the Russians were advancing 
on Lemberg, and now, according to 
Petrograd reports, are in the angle 
between the Rivers San and Vistula, a 
trap into which Russian troops had 
been trying for some days to drive 
them. Their flanks are supported by 
the fortresses of Cracow and Przemysl. 

Przemysl is being approached by the 
Russian army which captured Lemberg 
and which now will operate ainst the 
right wing of Generals Danki and Von 
Auffenburg. Meanwhile the Russian 
army is free to move west taward 
Thorn, Prussia, a town of some 27,000 
inhabitants, on the right bank of the 
Vistula, twenty-six miles southeast of 
Bromberg, and General Rennenkampff 
can look for reinforcements for his 
army, which had to fall back with the 
German advance in east Prussia. 

The Russians won their victories in 
Galicia and Poland not only ‘because 
they had a superior force, but be- 
cause, according to correspondents, 
their artillery was superior to that of 
the Austrians and the Germans.

Scattered British and German forces 
throughout Africa have been skirmish- 
ing wherever their frontiers meet and 
the South African mounted rifles are 
reported to have just won a victory 
over the Germans, whom they are said 
to have expelled from Ramainsdrift. 
Rhis may be the forerunner of what 
may develop into a serious battle. The 
Germans have a strong force in Ger- 
man West Africa, and already have 
threatened the borders of the Union of 
South Africa. Therefore, Germans who 
sympathized with the Boers in their 
war against Great Britain soon May 
be opposed by the same Boers who now 
are fighting for Great Britain. 

From Berlin comes the report that 
the German cruiser Hela has been 
sunk by a submarine boat. The ad- 
miralty here has no confirmation of 
this and there is as much mystery 
about the case as surrounded the sink-~ 
ing of the British cruiser Pathfinder 
by a German submarine. If the re- 
port shouki prove correct it would 
seem that submarines of both coun- 
tries are making daring raids.

Are Taking New Positions 


Paris, September 15.—It was gen- 
erally anticipated today that an at- 
tempt to stem the tide of their rapid 
retreat would be made by the Germans 
after the allies had compelled them 
to retire defeated from the great field 
of battle to the east of Paris, where 
they had fought stubbornly for seven 
days and suffered enormous losses. 

It has been revealed that British and 
French aviators ran great risks fol- 
lowing the retrégrade movements of 
the German army, but succeeded in 
gathering the information that the 
Germans had erected field works at 
various places along the northern 
plateau beyond Rheims. 

Refuge for Germans. 

These works were intended by the 
Germans for the event of meeting su- 
perior forces and being obliged to re- 
tire and reform. 

It is understood they left several 
corps on their western wing and on 
their. center with the ‘desperate task 
of holding these lines so as to pre- 
vent their pursuers from harassing. 
the bulk of the German army, which, 
in the meantime, was making quickly 
for the frontier. 

Many detached parties of German 
troops have been captured wandering 
about the woods, where they found 
themselves with little ammunition and 
no food supplies, and deserted by their 
comrades, who were making forced 
marches, 

There has been no cessation in the 
Preparation at Paris for defense. Al- 
though the Germans now are a con- 
siderable distance away and the like- 
lihood of their return is regarded as 
remote, thousands of men are being en- 
rolled daily for the formation of new 
forces and to fill the gaps in the ranks 
of the armies which have been in the 
field since the beginning of the war. 

Beginning of New Battle. 

Some military critics are of the 
opinion that the stand now being 
made by the Germans along the river 


Aisne is the beginning of a new bat- 


tle which may develop into a combat 
almost if not quite as important ase that 
on the Marne. 

It is pointed out, however, that the 
struggle must be on a frontal from 
thé German side, while the allies oc- 
cupy positions from which an envel- 
oping movement can be effected. 

The strength-of the respective forces 
engaged, although Kept secret, is be- 
lieved to be almost equal. It is argued, 
however, that the allies possess the 
advantage of prestige which has been 
increased since they repulsed the Ger- 
mans on the east of Paris. The allies 
also command the railroads, which en- 
able them to bring reinforcements. 
Thig_ the Germans are not in a position 
to do, it is thought, owing to the ac- 
tivity of Belgians in keeping several 
German army corps engaged since tak- 
ing the offensive from Antwerp. 


French Official Statement. 


An official communication issued by 
the French government tonight gives 
no details from the battle line except 
to say that the allied armies are in 
close contact with the Germans every- 
where, and that the forward movement 
continues between the Meuse and Ar- 
gonne. 

The communication reads: 

“On our left wing our armies are in 
close contact with the enemy on the 
whole front from the heights north of 
the river Aisne, west and south of 
Rheims. 

“On the center our f ard move- 
ment between the Argonne district and 
the Meuse continues. 

“It is absolutely untrue, as has been 
published time and again by the offi- 
cial Wolff Agency that the army of the 
crown prince is besieging and bom- 
barding Verdun. This city never has 
been attacked. Only the fort of Troyon, 
which ig not a part of the Verdun de- 
fences, but protects the heights of 
Meuse, has been bombarded on several 
occasions, 

“It is known that the violent attacks 
of which it has been the object have 
not succeeded and that since yesterday 
it has been relieved. 

“There is nothing to report concern- 
ing the right wing.” . 


Rout and Retreat of Germans 
_Likened to Flight From Moscow 


London, September 15.—The 
correspondent from a point near Melun, 
on Sunday wires a vivid description of 
the rout and retreat of the Germans 
during a hurricane and torrents of rain 
which caused the wheels of the artil- 
lery to sink deep in the mire, He de- 
scribes how the horses strained and 
struggled, often in vain, to drag the 
Zuns away, and continues: 

“TI have just spoken with a soldier, 
who has returned wounded from the 
pursuit that will go down with the 
terrible retreat from Moscow as one of 
the crowning catastrophes of the 
world.

London, September 15.—The official 
press bureau announces that the fol- 
lowing statement is issued with the 
authority of Sir Edward Gray, secre- 
tary of state for foreign affairs, with 
regard to the communication made by 
Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, imperial 
German chancellor, to the press: 

“Does anyone believe,’ . asks. the 
German chancellor, ‘that #ngland would 
have interfered to protect Belgian Tfree- 
dom against Franee? 

“The answer is that she would un- 
questionably have done so. Sir Ed- 
ward ver as reported in the White 
Paper, asked the French government 
whether it was prepared to respect the 
neutrality of Belgium so long as no 
other power violated it. ’ 

“The French government replied that 
they were resolved to respect it. The 
assurance, it was added, had been giv- 
en several times and had formed the 
subject of a conversation between 
President Poincare and the German 
chancellor, who entirely ignores the 
fact that England took the same line 
about Belgium neutrality in 1870 that 
she has taken now. 

“In 1870 Prince Bismarck, when ap- 
proached by England on the subject, 
admitted and respected the treaty ob- 
ligations in relation to Belgium. 

“The British government stands in 
1914 as it stood in 1870. It is Herr Von 
Bethmann-Hollweg who refused to 
meet us in 1914, as Prince Bismarck 
met us in 1870. 

“The imperial chancellor finds it 
strange that Mr. Asquith, in his Guild 
hall speech, did not mention the neu- 
trality of the Scandinavian countries, 
and suggests that the reason for the 
omission was some sinister design on 
England's part. 


Danes Know the Prussians. 


“It is impossible for any public 
speaker to cover the whole ground in 
each speech. The German chancellor's 
reference to Denmark and other Scan- 
dinavian countries hardly can be con- 
sidered tactful with regard to Den- 
mark. The Danes are not likely to 
have forgotten the part played by 
Prussia and England, respectively, in 
1863 and 1864, when the kingdom of 
Denmark was dismembered, and the 
integrity of Norway and Sweden was 
guaranteed by England and France in 
the treaty of Stockholm in 1855. 

“The imperial chancellor refers to 
the dealings of Great Britain with the 
Boer republic and suggests that she 
has been false therein to the cause 
of freedom. Without going into con- 
troversies, now happily past, we may 
recall what General Botha said in the 
South African parliament a few days 
ago, when expressing his conviction of 
the righteousness of Great Britain’s 
cause and explaining the firm resolve 
of the South African Union to aid her 
in every possible way. 

“Great Britain had given them a 
constitution under which they could 
create a great nationality and ever 
since had regarded them as a free peo- 
ple -and as a sister state. Although 
there might be many who in the past 
had been hostile to the British fla 
he could vouch for it that they woul 
ten times rather be under the British 
that under the German flag. 


German Chancellor Unfortunate. 


“The German chancellor is equally 
unfortunate in his reference to the 
colonial empire. So far from British 
policy having been ‘recklessly egotis- 
tic’ it has resulted in a great rally of 
affection and common interest by all 
the British dominions and dependen- 
cies, among which there is not one 
which is not aiding Great Britain b 
soldiers or other contributions or bo 
in this war. 

“With regard to the matter of treaty 
Obligations generally, the German 
chancellor excuses the breach of Bel- 
gium’s neutrality by military neces- 
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round to the Meuse valley, in which 
case General von Kluck’s army will 
find itself in the position of outside 
running, such as at the bend of a rac- 
ing track, and might be unable to get 
around in time. 

“Tt looks at present as though the 
whole German army is withdrawing

ILROADS APPEAL 
FOR HIGHER RATES 


Formally Petition for Re- 
hearing of Advance Rate 
Case—Declared the Roads 
Are Facing Emergency. 


Washington, September 15.—Rehear- 
ing of the eastern advance freight rate 
case and permission to impose the 5 
per cent increase recently denied them 
was sought today by the eastern rail- 
roads in a petition filed with the in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

The roads contended they faced an 
“extremely serious” emergency result- 
ing from diminishing revenues and ag- 
gravated by war in Europe Adequate 
additional income, the petition de- 
Clared, could not be derived from the 
increases granted in central association 
territory and from putting into effect 
sOme of the commission’s suggestions 
ag to charges for certain free services 
and improvement in persénnel and 
equipment. 

Petition of the Roads. 

The petition, signed by Daniel Wil- 
lard, chairman of the executive com- 
mittee, and several counsels for the 
roads, was in part as follows: 

“Your petitioners, one hundred and 
twelve railroad companies, comprising 
the thirty-fite (35) railroad systems in 
official classification territory, respect- 
fully petition the commission for such 
a modification of the order of July 29, 
1914, as will permit the carriers to 
make effective the rates specified in 
the tariffs which were by said order 
directed to be canceled. Since the 
filing of the report and entry of the 
order by the commission in these cases, 
facts and circumstances have arisen

After deductions of taxes 
and deficit in outside operations there 
was a decrease in operating income of 
approximately $73,700,000, notwith- 
standing an increased proportion in 
investment. Thus such figures as are 
available for August, 1914, show a con- 
tinuance of this declining tendency, 
nothwithstanding the extraordinary 
efforts that have been made to reduce 
expenses. 

The War and the Roads. 

“Second—The unforseen Européan 
war has brought about an unparalleled 
destruction of wealth and dislocation 
of credit throughout the civilized 
world. It is certain that the compe- 
tition for capital will be keener and 
interest rates higher. The emergency 
thus resulting is extremely serious, It 
is conservatively estimated that the 
railroad companies of the United States 
have obligations maturing in the next 
fifteen months amounting to well over 
five hundred millions of dollars, 4nd 
it is imperative in the public interest 
that these obligations shall be duly 
met. A large part of this sum is owed 
by your petitioners and they will fur- 
ther need from time to time in the 
next few years large amounts of money 
to provide for improvements. In order 
to compete effectively for this new 
capital they must have a material in- 
crease in revenues. 

“Third—Your petitioners are proceed- 
ing as rapidly as possible to put into 
effect the increase in freight rates in 
central freight association territory 
authorized by the report of the com- 


mission and are giving earnest atten- ' 


tion to the other recommendations and 
suggestions of the commission with re- 
spect to other rates and practices. 

“It is believed, however, that the 
additional revenue which may be se- 
cured by the adoption of means other 


than a general advance in freight_rates | 


cannot be obtained in the near future, 
and when secured will be inadequate. 

“Wherefor, your petitioners ask that 
the commission permit the carriers to 
make effective the rates specified in 
the tariffs which were directed can- 
celled, and such other and further re- 
lief in the premises as to the commis- 
sion may seem proper.”

| With Our Mills,” has been highly in- 
dorsed by some of Gainesville’s business 
people. 

With the two immense cotton mills 
of Gainesville working their full forces 
daily, and the merchants and business 
people buying from one to five bales 
each of cotton at ten cents, Hall county

Rumors that Atlanta is suffering 
business depression from the effects 
of the European conflict were lam- 
basted to oblivion Tuesday at noon, 
when the Rotarians hel! their regular 
semi-monthly luncheon at the Hotel 
Winecoff. Representatives of big bus- 
iness houses of the city made reports 
on the status of their affairs during 
August. All reports showed a net in- 
crease in business of 7 per cent. 

Forty-three business firms made re- 
ports on the gain or decrease of busi- 
ness for the month of August, 1914, 
in comparison with August, 1913. Twen- 
ty-four of this number showed an in- 
crease. Nineteen suffered a decrease. 
A number of concerns showed a most 
gratifying rise in percentage. 

Outlook Is Good. 

The ‘duy-a-bale-of-cotton” move- 
ment was given strong impetus at the 
meeting. Short addresses were de- 
livered by influential business men, 
Who declared in accord that the busi- 
ness situation in Atlanta was not near 
s0 depressing as one would imagine, 
and that the outlook was most opti- 
mistic.

Plies from 15C bankers in Alabama, 
and 100 Sankers in Mississippi pledging 
themselves to cw-operate with the At- 
lanta chamber in their efforts to re- 
lieve the cotton situation. Large num- 
bers of pledges were also received from 
North Carolina and Tennessee bankers.

OUR FRIEND, THE MOOSE. 

The somewhat scrambled gubernatorial 
and congressional returns from the election 
in the so-called “barometer” state of Maine 
must move every devout democrat to the 
prayer that the shadow of the bull moose, 
or Roosevelt’s “progre sive” party, will never 
grow less. Bull moose intervention uninten- 
tionally saved the day for the democratic 
candidate for governor, since his lead of 
2,000-odd votes over his republican opponent 


would have been smashed hopelessly had it 


not been for the more than 17,000 votes do- 
nated the gentleman running on the ticket 
of the Colonel’s personally-conducted party. 
As for the congressional part of it, not even 
the pernicious activities of the “progressive” 
hosts was able to change the status, so far 
as the democrats are concerned. The one 
democratic congressman already in office is 
_returned, while his three republican con- 
freres get their baggage checked right back 
te Washington without the slightest delay. 

._ In other words, and we may as well face 
‘the facts, whatever victories the democratic 
iparty won in Maine were won by virtue of 
the division of the opposition rather than 
‘upon the straight appeal of the party. This 
may not be soothing to democratic amour 
propre, but it is a reality as big as a German 
siege gun. 

We virtually see repeated in Maine the 
story of two years ago—when, if the bull 
moose and the elephant had gotten together, 
the donkey, frort the national standpoint, 
would have had little chance. 

But there is comfort in the indication 
that the opposition, after all is said, is still 
divided.. This means, if Maine is still re- 
liable as a “barometer,” that the circum- 
stances which conspired two years ago in 
favor of democracy, ought to conspire again 


in the elections of this fall; which, in turn, | 


means that our democratic majorities in 
house and senate are safe, barring a political 
revolution, no signs of which are at present 
on the horizon. 

It is just as well, however, for the polit- 
ically wise in the democratic party to wake 
up to this unpalatable fact: The party will 
never be sure of its dominance until it can 
make a sure appeal without relying on the 
assistance of a divided opposition. It is sig- 
nificant that the bull moose vote in Maine 
dwindled, as compared to the latest presiden- 
tial election. As it dwindles there is danger, 
under present conditions, to the democracy. 

So, while passing a vote of thanks to 
Téddy and all his works, we may as well 
chasten our jubilation with a spirit of judi- 
cial caution and “armed preparedness.” The 
enemy may not always be divided. 


AN ANCHOR TO WINDWARD. 

Great Britain, France, Spain and China 
have agreed to sign arbitration pacts with 
the United States. Germany, Russia and 
France have already accepted the principle 
of the proposed treaties, though negotiations 
are not so far advanced as with the other 
nations. 

This development comes at a particu- 
larly happy moment. Already there have 
not been lacking evidences of willingness, 
or even desire, on part of certain belliger- 
ents to involve the United States, even in- 
directly. 

Once this nation departs from its strict 
neutrality it forfeits the tremendous ad- 
vantage, military as well as commercial, that 
heretofore and still accrues to it.

A remarkable monument to Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson, a sort of posthumous accom- 
plishment, will be the obliteration of the 
alley slums of Washington city. 

Congress now has virtually agreed on 
means to that end. At the expiration of four 
years it shall be unlawful for dwellings to 
front on alleys in Washington, and the ma- 
chinery is supplied for carrying the act into 
effect. 

The reform was one of the chief occupa- 
tions of Mrs. Wilson following her coming 
to Washington, and its consummation was a 
death-bed wish, communicated to the presi- 
dent. 

It speaks well for the chivalry that is 
innate in the American character, irrespect- 
ive of section, that once congress was ap- 
prised of the unusual facts of the case it 
should have proceeded speedily to the end 
indicated. 

No one who has ever lived in Washington, 
or even visited there for a brief season, but 
knows the crying evils and the dire misery 
rising out of its alley slums. Mrs. Wilson 
first tried the program of amelioration. She 
ultimately became convinced that only exter- 
mination would bring a cure. She did not 
live to see the climax to her crusade, but to 
those who knew and respected her it is a 
source of consolation that she was instru- 
mental in its success. 

In a day when we hear overmuch of mill- 
tancy on part of women, of their zeal for 
the franchise and their desire to participate 
personally in politics, it is refreshing to see 
a great achievement wrought by a.woman 
who invoked only the gentler attributes of 
her sex. “Votes for women,” however laud-

AUSTRIA, THE CAT’S PAW. 

Among the most curious developments 
leading up to and still characterizing the 
European war is the role played by Austria- 
Hungary. It seems almost poetic retribu- 
tion that the power which supplied the pre- 
text for starting the conflagration has, uni- 
formly, been the one most to suffer from 
reverses and humiliation. The Austrian 
army has been wholly unable to check the 
advance of the Russians, and the tales told 
of scores of thousands slaughtered and hun- 
dreds of thousands captured continue with 
hardly a compensating report of Austrian 
gains. 


Austria has long presented one of the. 


paradoxes in European politics. Its union 
with Hungary is an unnatural affiliation, as 
is its administration of the dozen or more 
little European states which constitute the 
Austrian confederation, and which are, 
largely, the fruit of prowess in a certain 
species of Machiavelian diplomacy. 

About the one influence that has kept 
this heterogenous empire together has been 
the almost universal love and respect for the 
aged emperor, Francis Joseph. Many of the 
elements going to.-make up the empire are 
anti-Teutonic, which is the prevailing strain 
in Austria. A large part of them would, nat- 
uraly, cast their lot with Russia, being 
Slavic. And others, antithetical in race and 
creed to the Austrians and sore over a policy 
of coercion long-continued, have no heart in 
the present conflict. 

These contradictory factors go to explain, 


| to a certain extent, the execrable showing 


made by Austria in the field. Additionally, 


_the Austrians, while racially allied with the 


Germans, have always been indifferent fight- 
It used to be a favorite formula with 
the first Napoleon, when he was faced with 
dissensions at home, to divert attention and 
avert a crisis by making war on Austria, 
which he seldom found a stubborn or diffi- 
cult foe. + 

It would logically seem that an empire 
cognizant of its own weaknesses would have 
been slow to enter into an issue that now 
points so disastrous a climax. On the other 
hand, it is Austria, all along, that has been 
the aggressor in Europe’s squabbles, over- 


| reaching, overbearing, ready to crush the 


weak, and fertile in threat and bluff. The 
ultimatum to Servia, which even now is de- 
fending herself effectually against her osten- 
sibly powerful neighbor, was only the crown- 
ing instance. 

The one sufficient explanation is that 
Austria has, consistently, been the cat’s paw 
for German diplomacy. At every turn it has 
been Austria that Germany has skillfully 
used to mask its own moves, to pull the 
chestnuts out of the fire, to keep the ferment 
of European uncertainty active, and to bring 
on the final crisis. 

How Austria-Hungary will fare in the 


event of victory for the allies, which now |

THE GERMAN EMPIRE 


By GEORGE FITCH, 
Author of “At Good Old Siwash.” 


The German empire is a world power 
which is contained, with difficulty, by Eu- 
rope. It has 200,000 square miles and 65,000,- 
000 round citizens. It alarms England on 
the west, backs Russia off on the east, im- 
pinges seriously on Austria to the south and 
reduces France to a state of frantic Iirrita- 
tion on the southeast. It is not large in 
area, but has a 14-inch rifled voice with 
large penetration which is widely respected. 

The German empire once consisted of a 
large number of kingdoms, each of which 
ate a different variety of sausage and were 
otherwise at variance. About fifty years 
ago, however, these nations united, and since 
then Germany has grown until even Russia 
is respectful in its presence. 

The German Empire has two armies 
which inspire great fear. One is composed 
of a million soldiers and the other consists 
of several thousand traveling men who are 
selling goods from Cape Horn to Nome. Ger- 
many manufactures everything, from bat- 
tleships to Teddy bears, and its cities are 
growing faster than Chicago. - They do not, 
however, grow in the same way. German 
cities are handsome and clean, and when- 
ever a man throws paper on the street he 
is arrested. Americans subject to heart fail- 
ure from great shocks should not visit Ger- 
man cities. 

Germany is surrounded by the North 
sea. the Baltic sea, the Alps and customs 
houses. Its greatest rivers are the Rhine, 
the Elbe, Wurzburger, Pilsener and Mun- 
chener. There is not much water in Ger- 
many and the citizen who drinks any of 
it is charged with wasting a natural re- 


source. 

Germany has the finest musicians, the 
deepest thinkers, the largest airships, the 
fastest automobiles, the greatest steam- 
ships, the tallest cathedral, the haughtiest 
lieutenants and the most obedient private 
citizens in the world. The whole duty of 
Germany is to obey the army, and the 
whole duty of the army is to obey the 
kaiser. The kaiser is Germany’s greatest 
feature. He rules everything in the empire 
but the crown prince, and is equal in power 
to four ordinary kings, a captain of indus- 
try and a municipal boss. 

German boys go to school until they 
acquire spectacles. They then serve in the 
army, raise mustaches and spend a happy 
life obeying the laws, listening to grand 
opera and trying to make a glass of beer 
last until the garden closes. No one knows 
what Germany women do, but they dori’t 
count anyway. 

Germany has no paupers, few drunkards, 
still fewer law-breakers, no flies and no 
ward politicians. If it wasn’t so overrun 
with army officers, each of whom requires 
as much room as a box car, it would be an 
ideal place of residence.

ITS COST TO THE SOUTH

Editor Constitution: Knowing that The 
Constitution has done all it possibly could 
have done in the past to prevent the very 


7 Condition in which our farmers find them- 


Selves today, from the exclusive planting of 
cotton to the neglect of food products, we 
enclose you an article from Dr. Branson, 
published recently in The Farm Journal, of 
Chattanooga, which is in line with the doc- 
trine preached time and again by your pa- 
Der, with a comment on same by the writer. 

Believing that this article of Professor 
Branson is one exceedingly timely, also that 
it is of the utmost importance to the entire 
country that the farmers should begin at 
om sowing the largest grain crops in their 

istory, not only to forestall the higher 
costs of living, already on the way, but also 
to insure the cutting down of the cotton 
acreage for next season, we hope that you 
will give space to this review of it. 

_ We recall_an editorial in The Constitu- 
tion written some time within the past twe 
years warning the farmers of the very con- 
dition now confronting them, viz: “That 
they might find themselves some day com- 
Ing down the-steps with cotton falling in 
Price and meeting the prices of food prod- 
ucts going up.” 

Sometimes it seems that your efforts 
avail nothing, and that enly a calamity, like 
the present one, or legislation, will ever 
change the farming system of the south, 
but we earnestly trust that you will keep 
up the good work, for we have reason to 
believe that you are accomplishing more 
than may appear on the surface. 

Average Crops in Two States. 

In this article Professor Branson com- 
pares the average crop values of four lead- 
ing counties of Tennessee, three of which 
are in the famous Mississippi bottoms, pro- 
ducing cotton, and an equal number in IIlli- 
nois producing food crops and raising live 
stock, 

The average crop value of the four IIli- 
nois counties was $17.25 per acre, while that 
of the Tennessee counties was $22.82, or 
$5.57 greater; but the per capita wealth of 
the Illinois farmer was $3.446.25, against 
only $408.50 of the Tennessean, nearly nine 
times as much. 

Seventy per cent of the crop values in 
three of these Tennessee counties on the 
Mississippi came altogether from cotton. In 
One of the four only 4% per cent of crop 
values came from. cotton, and 52 per cent 
from food products. 

Now note this important fact: This one 
county, after retaining sufficient food sup- 
plies for home consumption, had a surplus 
for sale of $24 value per capita, while the 
other three imported food products to the 
Value of $865,000 and the per capita wealth 
of this one county exceeded that of the oth- 
ers by the exact amount of the per capita 
value of its food surplus. 

What an overwhelming argument against 
the single-crop system! 

This comparison shows the wide differ- 
ence between that system of farming, which 
has for its main object the making of mon- 


ey regardless of how much of it is retained, 
and that system, the first purpose of which 
is to provide a living for man and beast, 
with the making of money a secondary con- 
sideration, and is another illustration of 
the old proverb: “Not what we make, but 
what we save, makes us rich.” 

In recent years as cotton has brought 
high prices and lands have increased in 
value, how we have boasted of our prosper- 
ity; but as far as our agricultural condition 
ls concerned, it is a prosperity on paper and 
born more of hope than actual veniity. > 

No agricultural community can possibly 
possess any real prosperity as long as it 
depends upon another section for its food 
supplies. 

Professor Branson rightly says: “Cotton 
and tobacco never yet made any farm re- 
gion rich, but food crops and live stock in- 
pe do make a prosperous country civ- 
ilization.” 


Food Supplies. 


There are thousands of farmers all over 
the south who annually raise sufficient food 
supplies for their individual, necessities; and 
while the greater portion of them stop short 
of that diversification so much to be de- 
sired, this class wherever found are the 
backbone of our farming population, and 
the only ones who give to southern agri- 
culture any degree of prosperity which it 
may possess. 

They are the bulwark which annually 
Stands between the all-cotton farmer and 
ruinous prices, for if they should adopt the 
all-cotton policy, the price would sink far 
below the cost of production. This class of 
farmers deserve their country’s gratitude 
All eee them. 

We vefiture to assert, however, that 60 
per cent of the south’s cotton is produced 
by the single-crop farmer. 

Frequently he is a land holder, whose 
Profits in the production of cotton are safe- 
guarded by his fellow farmer who raises 
food products, and who plants cotton not 
from necessity, but through sheer greed for 
money, who regardless of his soil’s preserva- 
tion or upbuilding, also of the true interests 
of his tenants, relentlessly drives them tnto 
the all-cotton system. 

This man is an agricultural pirate, an 
enemy to all true progress. 

The other all-cotton farmer is that large 
class of poor tenants miserably equipped for 
farming, whose existence is only possible 
under the iniquitous credit supply system. 

These plant cotton from necessity, and 
only a good crop and a fine price annually 
stands between themselves ana starvation. 

. Genuine prosperity under these condi. 
tions cannot exist, and these classes must 
.be eliminated from our farming population, 
or the shackles of poverty will be more 
closely bound upon the south in the ‘coming 
struggle for food, which is now upon its 
ray. 

The single crop farmer who plants cot- 
ton or tobacco not knowing what price he 
will obtain for his products, neither what 
price he will be forced to pay for food sup- 
plies, is a gambler, pure and simple, just as 
much so as the man who deals in cotton fu- 
tures, and should be legislated out of 
existence. 

For him cotton is an absolute monarch 
and he its abject slave.

Editor Constitution: Some.action must 
be taken that will definitely and completely 
remove the weight of the surplus of about 
four million bales of cotton and that will 
absolutely insure a reduction in the acreage 
of about 33 1-3 per cent.

Taking 4,000,000 bales off the market 
will greatly enhance the price of the re- 
mainder of the crop. it is essential that 
the other cotton states should join us in 
this movement.

Southern Executives Are Ask- | Action Will Result in Protest 


ed to Meet in Washington | 


by Congressmen. 


Washington, September 15.—A con- 
ference of governors of the cotton 
States on the situation confronting the 
trade through closing of foreign mar- 
kets was requested today by south- 
erm members of congress. Acting on 
instructions from congressmen from 
the nine states principally affected, 
Senator Sheppard, of Texas, sent tele- 
gSrams to the governors of those states 
asking them to meet in Washington 
to discuss particularly the curtailment 
of next year’s crop. The decision to 
call the conference was reached last 
night at a meeting of ‘southern sena- 
tors and representatives. 

“It was the view of all present at 
last night’s meeting,” said Senator 
Hoke Smith, “that no solution of the 
cotton difficulties could be accom- 


plished except by curtailment of next | 


year’s crop.” 
He pointed out that pine states out 
of the forty-eight are those chiefly 


affected by the lack of a cotton mar-. 


ket, and said the opinion had been 
freely expressed that it would be im- 
possible to obtain from the represen- 
tatives of the 39 other states their 
support to any except general legisla- 
tion which would aid the situation. He 
also called attention to the fact that 
in Brazil, when an over production of 
coffee confronted the three states pro- 
ducing that staple, those states, and 
not the general government, legislat- 
ed for the protection of the coffee pro- 
ducers, curtailing the next year’s pro- 
duction of coffee by law. 

An effort to assure early action in 
the house on the senate bill to issue 
emergency currency on cotton ware- 
house receipts, up to seventy-five per 
eent of their value, and to admit state 
banks and trust companies to the fed- 
eral reserve system, was blocked to- 
day by Representative Henry, of 
Texas. 

Representative Tribble, of Georgia, 
asked that Thursday. be set for a vote, 
declaring that southern farmers were 
in immediate -need of such _ relief. 
Representative Henry, who is chair- 
Inan of a committee of twenty-one 
representatives and growers endeavor- 
ing to secure a treasury advance of 
three or four hundred million dollars 
to the cotton farmers, objected on the 
Zround that the pending bill, while a 
step in the right direction, was not 
adequate.

Washington, September 15.—Confir- 
mation today by Consular Agent Silll- 
man at Mexico City of the reported tak- 
ing over of the Mexican National rail- 
ways by the Carranza government dis- 
turbed officials here. No action will 
be considered, however, until the in- 
terested American bankers and bond- 
holders have been heard from. 

General Carranza claims his action 
is warranted because the Mexican gov- 
ernment owns a majority of the stock 
and that a large part of the minority 
is owned by Mexicans. Inquiry has 
been directed to New York to ascertain 


‘just the amount of American and other 


foreign interests in the railways. 

The roa has been operated by a 
president, £. N. Brown, of New York, 
and a board of directors. Now all 
of the officers have been superseded 
by constitutionalists. 

The question uppermost in the minds 


of observers here is whether the in- 
'tegrity of foreign bonds will be guar- 


anteed under the new regime. 

The authorized capital is $230,000,000 
gold, of which practically all the com- 
mon stock is held by the Mexican gov- 
ernment. The system has a total mile- 
age of more than 6,000, most all stand- 
ard gauge, practically covering Mexico. 
There are various issues of bonds of 
the principal company and the constit- 
uent companies the system absorbed 
in 1908. The total of stocks and bonds 
is nearly $300,000,000. 


Bankers to Protest. 


New York, September 15.—Stock con- 
trol of the National Railways has been 
owned by the Mexican government 
since its organization late in the regime 
of President Diaz. Its bonds, aggre- 
gating $200,000,000, are held largely 
in the United States and Europe, and 
especially in Paris. 

It was intimated by international 
bankers interested in the railroad that 
the foreign bondholders would join 
in protest to the state department.

Improvement in Exchange 
Market — Some Business 
Done for - Paris — Inquiry 
for Spanish Pesetas. 


New York, September 15.—Rumors of 
peace negotiations were revived in the 
nancial district today, presumably as 
@ result of the further reported suc- 
cesses of the allies. They were scout- 
ed in influential circles, where the be- 
lief prevailed that none of the con- 
tending forces would consider such 
proposals pending a decisive battle, 

The ex @ market, which was 
more diversified in its o 
at any time since the Kuropean out- 
break, continued to show improvement. 
Rates on London hardened a trifle and 
a few reichsmark bills on Germany 
were offered via Copenhagen. Some 
business was done in francs for Paris 
and an inquiry for Spanish pesetas of- 
fered additional evidence of the mar- 
ket’s increasing breadth. 

Tentative applications for loans or 
stiort term note issues by various mu- 
nicipalities whose obligations are 
about to mature were received by 
bankers. It is expected that ‘many 
states and cities in need of funds will 
come into this market soon for either 
of these forms of accommodation. 

The call of the comptroller of the 
currency for a statement of the con- 
dition of the national banks, as of Sep- 
tember 12, is of more than ordinary 
interest, because it will show the exact 
standing of y institutions which 
have not published detailed statements 
\since the first week of August. in 
view of the large deficit reported by 
local clearing house banks in this sec- 
tion are much below their legal re- 
serves. 

Passing of the Republic Iron and 
Steel company’s preferred dividend for 
the current quarter, because of «he 
financial situation growing out of the 
war, called renewed attention to the 
general state of that industry and the 
dividend status of other companies en- 
gaged in the same line of manufac- 
ture. Accordi to conservative esti- 
mates, mills at leading certers are now 
operating at 60 per cent of capacity 
and it is believed that many will be 
reguans to a 50 per cent basis by Oc- 
ober. 

An echo of the Mexican situation 
was heard in the confirmation of the 
report that the government now in 
power there had taken over the man- 
agement and operation of the National 
railways, regardless of the wishes of 
the bondholders.

Carry Contracts. 


New York, September 15.—It was re- 
ported in cotton trade circles here to- 
day that local houses were being can- 
vassed on the proposal to turn De- 
cember contracts over to a syndicate 
for liquidation at 9 cents a pound with 
a view to determining exactly how 
much money would be required to fi- 
nance the scheme. No official state- 
ment has yet been issued with refer- 
ence to these plans, but disappoint- 
ment over the failure of the Liverpool 
spot sales to result in further straddle 
liquidation under the old plan, was 
probably modified by expectations that 
the interest would be much more quick- 
ly closed out by the proposed opera- 
tions. Sentiment ag to the more gen- 
eral situation also seemed to be favor- 
ably impressed by reports of continued 
advances in southern spot markets, and 
predictions of an early improvement 
in international trade conditions. 

The weekly weather report inidcated 
favorable crop conditions and generally 
good progress with picking, but south- 
ern advices claim that ve little cot- 
ton is being offered for sale.
